t)eaf  Brother — I  received  your  letter 
by  my  companion,  and  am  glad  to  know 
that  you  feel  interested  in  my  happiness. 
You  say  you  wrote  with  that  “friendly 
zeal  of  which  every  Christian  ought  to 
be  possessed.”  As  to  myself  I  would  not 
wish  to  say  that  I  have  as  much  zeal  as 
I  would  desire.  But  I  trust  it  is  my  en-' 
deavor  to  seek  for  it,  believing  (as  I  do) 
that  God  hears  and  answers  prayer. 

You  request  of  me  to  throw  off  all  pre¬ 
judice  so  as  to  fellowsiiip  all  Christian 
believers,  of  whatever  name,  &c.  Now 
I  believe  there  are  many  who  profess  to 
be  “Christian  believers”  that  are  as  des-' 
titute  of  love  to  God;  and  as  ignorant  of 
his  character,  as  the  beasts  which  per¬ 
ish;  and  you  know  the  Bible  says,  2 
John  9,  10.  “Whosoever  transgresseth, 
and  abideth  not  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,! 
hath  not  God.  He  that  abideth  in  the 
doctrine  of  Christ,  he  hath  both  the  Fa¬ 
ther  and  the  Son.  If  there  come  any 
unto  you,  and  bring  not  this  doctrine, 
receive  him  not,”  &c.  As  to  the  doc-' 
trine  of  Universalism,  I  have  been  driven ; 
(by  the  force  of  truth)  to  believe  that  it 
is  not  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  nor  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  Bible.  Universalism  teach¬ 
es  that  the  wicked  shall  be  saved.  The! 
Bible  says,  “the  wicked  shall  be  turned: 
into  hell,  with  all  the  nations  that  forget 
God.”  “The  soul  that  sinneth  it  shall 
die.  (unless  he  repent  and  do  that  which, 
is  lawful  and  right.)  See  Ezekiel  ISth 
and  33d  chaps. 

As  you  have  requested  me  to  answer, 
some  questions,  1  shall  endeavor  to  com- 1 
ply  with  your  request.  First,  you  ask 
me  if  I  believe  that  the  Creator  is  a  God 
of  love.  I  answer,  Yes — I  believe  him 
to  be  just  such  a  Being  as  the  scriptures; 
represent.  Ex.  xx.xiv.  6,  7.  “Merciful’ 
and  gracious,  long-suffering,  and  abiin-^ 
dant  in  goodness  and  truth,  keeping  mer¬ 


cy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity  and 
transgression  and  sin  ;  and  that  will  by 
no  means  clear  the  guilty  ;  visiting  th*: , 
iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children, 
and  upon  the  children’s  children,  unto 
the  third  and  fourth  generation.”  So 
does  He  hate  sin.  ! 

Second,  you  ask  if  I  believe  that  God 
foreknows  all  things.  1  answer,  I  be-; 
lieve  His  knowledge  is  perfect — so  per-' 
feet,  that  he  fore.sees  things  to  be  as  they! 
are,  and  not  as  they  are  not,  nor  never, 
were,  nor  never  will  be.  Because — j 
“Known  unto  God  are  all  his  works  from ' 
the  beginning,”  does  not  prove  to  my' 
mind  that  He  decreed  it  should  be  so, 
unless  it  proves  that  seeing  is  doing. —  ^ 
1  believe  that  when  the  Lord  crea-' 
ted  man,  He  saw  that  man  could  not 
be  an  intelligent  being  nor  capable  of 
eitiier  happiness  or  misery,  unle,ss  He! 
miide  him  a  “moral  agent.”  I  do  not 
believe  that  God  foreordained  whatsoever 
comes  to  pass — if  1  did,  I  would  say  with , 
you,  that  “whatsoever  is,  is  right.” — ' 
But  I  cannot  believe  that  men  act  from 
necessity,  I  will  ask  one  question.  Can 
men  act  any  different  from  what  they  do 
act }  Suppose  you  were  a  school  teacher, 
and  one  of  your  scholars  should  leave  his 
seat,  walk  acro.ss  the  room,  and  snit  in 
your  face,  should  yon  thi.ik  he  could  have 
avoided  it  I  should,  if  he  had  his  riglit 
reason.  That  man  has  an  ability  to  actj 
freely,  appears  .so  evident  to  me  that  it 
seems  as  though  a  chiM  must  know  it. — 
Then  why  blame  the  Almighty  for  giv¬ 
ing  man  a  law,  with  an  ability  to  keep, 
that  law,  and  call  it  taking  advantage  of  j 
our  ignorance  or  weakness  }  Gen.  iv.  7.  j 
“If  thou  docst  well,  shaitthou  not  be  ac-; 
cppted  ^  and  if  thou  doest  not  well,  sin  I 
lieth  at  the  door.” 

j  Thirdly,  you  ask  if  I  believe  that  God  | 
will  deal  with  men  according  to  the 
strictest  principles  of  justice.  I  answer, 
most  certainly.  Rom.  ii.  6 — “Who  will 
render  to  every  man  according  to  his 
deeds;  to  them  who, by  patient con!inu-i 
ance  in  well-doing,  seek  for  glory  and  i 
honor  and  immortalitj,  eternal  life;  but! 
unto  them  that  are  contentious,  and  doj 


not  obey  the  truth,  but  obey  unrighteous- 
.ipss,  indignation  and  wrath,  tribulation 
and  anguish  upon  every  soul  of  man  that 
doeth  evil,  of  the  Jew  first,  and  also  of 
the  Gentile.  But  glory,  honor,  and  peace 
to  every  man  that  worketh  good,  to  the 
Jew  first  &  also  to  the  Gentile:  For  there 
is  no  respect  of  persons  with  God.”  You 
quote,  “Behold  the  righteous  shall  be 
recompensed  in  the  earth,  much  more 
the  wicked  and  the  sinner.”  Very  well 
— what  does  this  prove  ?  Does  it  not 
prove  that  there  are  the  righteous  and 
the  wicked  on  the  earth  ?  I  think  it 
agrees  wuth  manv  of  Christ’s  sayings. — 
Luke  vii.  20.  “Blessed  be  ye  poor,  for 
yours  is  the  kingdom  of  God.”  24,  “-But 
woe  unto  you  tliat  are  rich,  for  ye  have 
received  ^  our  consolation.”  And  Lukeivi. 
19 — 31.  You  write,  “But  some  men  say 
they  have  reformed,  and  some  allege  that 
Christ  was  punished  in  their  stead.  Now 
this  is  a  falsehood.  It  no  where  says 
that  Christ  was  to  be  punished  for  the 
sins  of  other  men.”  What !  are  you  not 
'mistaken  1  Cor.  xv.  3,  “For  I  deliver¬ 
ed  unto  you,  first  of  all,  that  which  I  also 
'  received,  how  that  Christ  died  for  our 
sins,  according  to  the  scriptures.  See 
also  Isa  liii.  5.  Luke  xxiv.  24,  25.  So 
says  St.  Paul  to  In's  brethren.

This  ))uint  you 
dwell  much  upon.  You  ask  me  why  I

or  weakness.”  I  reply,  that  I  have  made 
no  such  charge.  The  substance  of  my 
statement  was  this  :  If  God,  when  he| 
created  man,  knew  that  he  would  by  his 
actions,  merit  or  have  to  sufler  endless 
misery,  would  h's  creation  be  a  blessing 
or  a  curse  ?  I  say  if  man  should  have  to 
suffer  this  misery,  his  creation  would  not 
have  been  the  effect  of  love.  Therefore, 
it  must  be  a  falsehood,  for  “God  is  love.” 

I  asked  you,  to  be  sure,  on  the  hypothe¬ 
sis  that  endless  misery  is  true,  where  the; 
justice  of  God  was,  in  giving  man  an' 
ability  which  he  foresaw  would  be  an' 
endless  evil  to  him,  and  which  ability  he 
never  solicited  and  never  would  have  ac¬ 
cepted  if  he  could  have  avoided  it,  know¬ 
ing  (as  God  knew)  that  he  would  have 
to  suffer  endless  misery  by  that  means. 
This  is  a  plain  statement  of  the  case: 
and  I  now  entreat  you  to  answer  it  con¬ 
sistently,  with  the  strictest  principles  of 
Justice.  I  wish  you  to  say  nothing  about 
mercy.  I  am  a  friend  to  Justice;  I  think 
the  more  we  have  of  it  the  better.  I 
hope  also,  when  you  are  about  this,  th.at 
you  will  show  me  the  Justice  in  having 
Christ  punished  instead  of  the  guilty. — 
Show  me  if  you  can,  if  mercy  requires 
any  thing  contrary  to  Justice.  Show  me 
if  Justice  does  not  recompense  man  for  his 
sins  in  the  earth,  agreeable  to  scripture. 
Prov'.  xi.  31. 

Again,  you  think  I  am  mistaken  be¬ 
cause  I  asserted  that  Christ  was  not  pun¬ 
ished  in  our  stead,  and  quote  1  Cor.  xv. 
3,  and  Isa.  liii.  5.  “For  I  delivered  un¬ 
to  you,  first  of  all,  that  which  I  also  re¬ 
ceived  ;  how  that  Christ  died  for  our 
sins,  according  to  the  scriptures.  He 
W'as  wounded  for  our  transgressions  ;  he 
was  bruised  for  our  iniquities;  the  chas¬ 
tisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  him  ;  and 
with  his  stripes  we  are  healed.”  Now 
I  can  see  nothing  in  all  this  that  says  he 
was  punished  in  our  stead.  It  says  he 
died  for  our  sins,  and  was  bruised  for 
our  iniquities,  &c.  This  I  do  not  deny. 
I  believe  he  “is  the  propitiation  for  our 
sins,  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  for  the 
sins  of  the  whole  world.”  1  John  ii.  2. 
That  he  “gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all.” 
But  I  do  not  believe  that  he  died,  or  gave 
himself  a  ransom,  or  was  bruised,  to  save 
us  from  justice,  or  from  merited  punish¬ 
ment.  What  then  did  he  die  for  ?  Ans. 
He  died  to  redeem,  to  restore,  or  save  us 


from  iniquity,  from  sin,  from  unrighteous¬ 
ness,  from  meriting  any  punishment  ;  by 
testifying  to  the  exceeding  i idles  of 
God’s  grace  and  his  boundless  and  un¬ 
changeable  “  goodness  which  Icadeth 
thee  to  repentance.”  .Sec  Horn.  ii.  4. 
Thus  the  projiriety  of  the  command, H 
“Love  your  enemies.”  Love  reforms, 
them.  I.ove  is  the  essence  of  all  true 
religion.  It  is  the  nature  of  God.  But 
1  will,  for  a  moment,  grant  your  doctrine, 
that  (Jhrist  died  to  save  us  from  punish¬ 
ment,  that  w  e  have  merited.  What  then 
is  the  conclusion  ?  Why  he  died  for  all  ; 
and  of  course  the  w  hole  human  race  w  ill 
all  go  unpunished,  (iod  is  no  r(“'pecter 
of  persons.  Do  you  think  this  is  a  prompt 
administration  of  justice  ?  If  .so,  our 
courts  should  sanction  the  precedent,  and 
our  legislatures  should  make  immediate 
provision  to  have  the  innocent  punished 
in  all  cases,  instead  of  the  guilty  !  You 
quote  Luke  xvi.  19 — 31,  in  older  no 
doubt  to  prove  endless  misery.  I  inform 
you  that  I  can  see  no  endless  misery 
here  ;  nothing  like  it.  No,  neither  can 
you  prove  from  this  passage,  misery  af¬ 
ter  this  natural  life.  “The  rich  man  died 
and  was  buried  ;  and  in  hell  he  lifted  up 
his  eyes.”  But  are  you  certain  the  rich 
man  died  a  natural  death  ?  Are  you  sure 
that  we  shall  have  tongues,  eyes,  teeth, 
and  the  varii  us  organs  of  this  corjtoreal 
system  in  another  vvorld  ?  '1  he  conclu¬ 
sion  seems  irresistible  to  me,  that  tongues, 
eyes,  &c,  pertain  to  this  ,  state  of  exis-^ 
tenci;  only  ;  since  “flesh  ami  blood  can¬ 
not  inhert  the  kingdom  of  heaven.’’ — 
You  may  say,  hell  means  misery  in  a  fu¬ 
ture  state  of  being.  I  deny  that  it  does,! 
and  call  on  you  to  prove  it.  See  P.s.  i 
Ixxxvi.  13;  and  cxvi.  3;  and  cxxxix.  6;| 
also  Prov.  iii.  18.  “Her  guests  are  in 
the  depths  of  iiell — and  .Jonah  ii.  2.  You 
inform  me  that  you  “believe  God  bears' 
and  answers  prayer.”  But  do  you  be-  j 
lieve  He  will  answer  the  rich  man’s  j 
prayer.'  Do  you  think  he  will  answer; 
the  prayer  of  Christ,  which  he  uttered 
when  expiring  on  the  cross,  for  those 
who  crucified  the  Lord  of  life  and  glory  ? 
“Father  forgive  them  for  they  know’  not 
what  they  do.”  I  should  be  glad  to  give , 
you  mv  opinion  of  this  rich  man,  in  full;! 
but  this  sheet  will  not  admit  it. 

Again,  you  say  you  “cannot  see  why 
the  goodness  of  God  any  more  secures  our 
future*  holiness  and  happiness,  than  it! 
does  our  present.”  Well,  nowsuppo-j 
sing  that  it  does  not — what  then  ?  Why,-' 
we  are  confident  that  it  saves  from  sin  in 
this  life  ;  and  as  goodness  is  of  a  saving 
nature,  I  can  see  no  good  reason  why  it 
will  not  save  the  remaining  some  in  a  fu¬ 
ture  life.  Besides,  1  have  yet  to  learn 
that,  after  mankind  have  put  on  immor¬ 


tality,  they  can  sin,  or  suffer  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  sin,  which  is  misery.  Again, 
you  ask,  why  did  Christ’s  hearers  sofre- 
quei  tly  enquire,  “Lord  are  there  few 
that  be  saved?”  I  grant  that  there  are  few 
saved  from  sin  ;  but  this  by  no  means 
proves  that  they  never  will  be.  Apply 
this  to  5’our  own  case.  Was  you  not 
once  a  sinner — once  an  unbeliever  ?  and 
was  this  proof  positive  that  you  would 
always  remain  so  ?  I  think  not.  You 
say  that  the  Lord  gave  no  intimation  that 
all  would  be  saved.  Does  not  the  Bible 
teach  that  “all  the  ends  of  the  world 
shall  remember  and  turn  unto  the  Lord, 
and  all  the  kindreds  of  the  nations  shall 
worship  before  him  ?”  Ps.  xxii.  27. 
Mow'  if  you  can  find  a  person  without  a 
kindred,  and  one  who  never  had  any,  he 
may  perhaps  be  excluded  from  this  pro¬ 
mise  :  but  he  certainly  cannot  be  on  any 
other  condition.  See  also  Isa.  xxv.  0, 
7,  8  ;  and  xlv.  22 — 23  ;  and  xxxy.  10. 
Acts  iii.  21.  John  iii.  35  ;  and  vi.  37, 
.38,  39.  Eph.  i.  9,  10,  11.  Heb.  viii. 
11  — 13.  Rev.  V.  13;  and  xxi.  4.  If 
these  texts  do  not  prove  universal  salva¬ 
tion,  they  do  not  prove  any  thing  :  neith¬ 
er  can  it  be  proved  from  the  Bible  more 
plainly,  that  any  will  be  saved.  You 
say  many  shall  try,  but  shall  not  be  able 
to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate.  This  is 
true.  I  know  of  a  great  many  who  think 
that  their  righteousness  will  carry  them 
to  heaven,  while  their  poor  wicked  neigh¬ 
bors  w  ill  be  excluded.  But  I  would  say 
unto  them,  ye  cannot  enter  in  at  this  gate 
— the  door  is  shut.  Here  is  w’eeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth,  because  others  do  not 
see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  wUh  their 
ears.  They  never  can  enter  in  at  any 
other  gate  than  the  right ;  which  is  the 
free  gate,  not  of  works,  lest  any  man 
should  boast ;  but  through  the  free  gift 
which  came  upon  all  men  unto  justifica¬ 
tion  of  life.  Rom.  v.  18.  Our  Saviour 
says,  “I  am  the  door  :  by  me  if  any  man 
enter  in,  he  shall  be  sav’ed,  and  shall  go 
in  and  out,  and  find  pasture.”  John 
X.  9. 

Thus  I  have  briefly  attended  to  the 
substance  of  your  letter ;  and  now  if  I 
have  not  opened  and  exhibited  the  true 
and  plain  statement  of  facts  contained  in 
the  Bible,  I  would  heartily  thank  you  to 
correct  me.  I  fear  not  to  investigate  the 
subject.  Investigation  is  da'^gerous  only 
to  error.  My  mind  is  open  to  convic¬ 
tion.  Truth  is  my  object.  Please  con¬ 
tinue  the  correspondence,  brother.  Now 
may  the  God  of  peace  be  with  you  and 
your  companion  in  life,  illuminate  your 
minds  with  the  glorious  and  immortal 
truth,  kindle  in  your  hearts,  a  holy  flame 
of  .sacred  devotion  and  unchanging  affec¬ 
tion,  lliat  you  may  be  enabled  to  ‘‘deal 
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justly,  love  mercy,  and  walk  humbly  be¬ 
fore  God” — that  you  may  have  eternal 
life  abiding  in  you,  to  comfort  and  con¬ 
sole  you  through  this  weary  |jilgrlniage 
of  mortality  :  which  may  tJod  grant.

It  bears  no  resemblance  either  to 
truth,  argument  or  common  sonso,  and  is  wholly 
unworthy  of  the  Uast  notice.  If  tlie  orthodox  I 
wish  to  put  down  Universalism  or  to  have  their 
productions  even  noticed  by  us,  let  them  produce  I 
something  that  bears  at  least  the  semblance  of  ar¬ 
gument,  and  not  burden  the  public  with  such 
sickly  attempts  as  this  little  tract.  Should  we 
hear  a  person  assert  that  the  sun  emitted  no  light,  I 
and  assign  as  a  reason  or  good  evidence  of  the  j

ILLUSTRATION  OF  SCRIPTURE, 

Psalm  ix‘  17.  “The  toicked  shall  be  Utrned  into 

hell,  and  all  the  nations  that  forget  God.”  ' 

This  language  of  the  Psalmist  is  ollcn  quoted 
by  our  orthodox  brethren  to  prove  the  doctrine  of 
hell  torments,  and  with  a  view  of  opposing  or  i 
confuting  the  benevolent  doctrine  of  Universal  , 
salvation.  Before,  however,  they  can  successful¬ 
ly  and  properly  urge  it  for  this  purjiose,  they  ought 
to  prove  that  hdl  means  a  place  of  endless  mise¬ 
ry,  (which  they  have  never  yet  been  able  to  do,) 
and  to  suit  their  views,  they  should  show  the  text 
ought  to  read  thus :  “some  of  the  wicked,  may, 
and  doubtless  will,  be  turned  into  hell,  and  many 
of  the  nations  that  forget  God,  unless  they  repent 
and  get  religion.”  But  unfortunately  for  them, 
tliey  can  find  no  similar  reading  in  the  bible,  nor 
can  they  prove  from  this  or  any  other  text  the 
doctrine  of  endless  misery  for  a  pari  of  the  human 
family. 

But  let  us  allow,  for  the  sake  of  the  argument, 
that  the  word  hell  here  signifies  endless  damna¬ 
tion — what  will  the  text  prove?  Why,  it  will 
prove  the  doctrine  of  universal,  endless  damnation  I 
“The  teieked  (a  noun  of  general  and  universal  ap¬ 
plication  to  all  that  bear  that  character)  SH.ULL 
(not  may  if  they  don’t  repent,  but  shall)  be  turn¬ 
ed  into  hell,  and  ALL  (not  a  part,  but  emphatical¬ 
ly  all)  the  nations  that  forget  God.”  Now  how 
many  of  the  human  family  may  we  consider  wick¬ 
ed  ?  how  many  have  forgotten  God  ?  Let  the 
scriptures  answer:  “The  Lord  looked  down 
from  heaven  upion  the  children  of  men,  to  see  if 
there  were  any  that  did  understand  and  seek  God. 
They  are  ALL  gone  aside  ;  they  are  all  together 
become  filthy  ;  there  is  no.ne  that  docth  good  ;  no  I 
NOT  ONE.  If  we  say  we  have  no  sin  we  de- [ 
ceive  ourselves ,”  for  “there  is  not  a  just  man 
that  liveth  and  sinneth  not.”  Now  recollect  al^ 


the  wicked — all  the  nations  that  forget  God,aHALL 
be  turned  into  hell ;  and  (with  the  orthodox  defi¬ 
nition  of  hell)  if  it  does  not  prove  imieersa/,  endless 
damnalion,  it  proves  nothing  at  all,  and  the  divine 
testimony  is  falsified.  Will  our  orthodox  breth¬ 
ren  allow  this  ?  No;  for  they  will  say  all  the 
wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell ;  if  they  don't  re¬ 
pent.  But  the  text  docs  not  allow  any  such  con¬ 
dition.  There  are  no  ifs  nor  provisos  in  it.  It  is 
positive  and  unconditional: — “The  wicked  shall 
be  turned  into  hell,  and  all  the  nations  that  forget 
God.”  And  it  has  been  proved  that  all  are  sin¬ 
ners — there  arc  none  exempt  from  its  contamina¬ 
tion  :  of  course,  all  must  go  to  helL 

But  let  us  enquire  for  a  diflerent  and  the  true 
definition  of  the  word  hell.  The  Hebrew  Sheol, 
and  the  Greek  Hades,  translated  hell,  literally  sig¬ 
nify  the  grave  or  the  state  of  the  dead,  whether  good 
or  bad.  Jacob  said  he  would  go  down  to  sheol 
(hell)  to  his  son  mourning.  Job  prayed  that  he 
might  be  hid  in  sheol,  (hell,)  meaning  doubtless, 
the  grave.  But  figuratively  the  word  sheol  signi¬ 
fies  darkness,  remorse  of  conscience,  menial  misery, 
&c.  The  latter  meaning  is  undoubtedly  the  sense 
in  which  the  Psalmist  used  the  word  r  here  he 
says,  “the  pains  of  hell  gat  hold  on  me ;”  and  al¬ 
so  where  he  says,  “thou  hast  delivered  my  soul 
from  the  lowest  hell ;”  likewise  of  Jonah  when  he 
says,  “out  of  the  belly  of  hell  cried  I,  and  thou 
hcardcst  my  voice.”

misery;  all  the  nations  that  forget  God  shall  be 
punished  for  their  sins — shall  suffer  judgments  in 
proportion  to  their  iniquities  ,  for  there  is  no  peace 
to  the  wicked  saith  my  God.  They  are  like  the  trou- 
lilcd  sea  when  it  cannot  rest.  This  weconceive  is 
all  we  are  authorised  to  understand  by  the  text.

'  MEETING  .AT  WESTBROOK. 

At  a  Meeting  of  a  number  of  the  citizens  of 
Maine,  held  pursuant  to  notice,  in  the  Universa- 
list  Chapel  in  Westbrook,  on  the  27th  Oct.  IS30, 
for  the  purpose  of  devising  measures  to  estabhsh 
,  a  literary  scliool  to  be  supported  by  Universalists 
'  in  this  state  and  in  others,  and  by  all  liberal 
Christians  who  may  be  so  disposed,  wherein  the 
minor  and  higher  branches  of  education  will  be 
taught,  the  house  being  called  to  order  by  Capt. 
Thomas  Seal,  the  meeting  was  organized  by 
appointing  Dan  Read,  Esq.  of  Lewiston,  Chair¬ 
man,  and  Daniel  Winslow,  of  Portland,  Secre¬ 
tary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Reese,  a  committee  wasclio- 
sen  to  draw  up  resolutions  relating  to  our  pres¬ 
ent  objects,  to  be  presented  to  this  meeting. 

The  committee  consisted  of  Mr.  Brimblecom, 
|Doct.  Hunt,  Capt.  Thos.  Seal,  Moses  Quimby, 

Esq.  and  Mr.  Reese - who,  having  retired  to 

attend  to  their  duty,  returned  and  reported  the 
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following  Rcoohitionfi,  wliich  wrro  a'lopfrd. 

1.  Rcsolvod,  That  tlic  plate  of  the  piihlic  iti 
this  section  of  our  country,  and  of  existinc  litera¬ 
ry  institutions,  requires  ific  estahlislinient  of  an 
additional  literary  school,  in  whose  teachers  libe¬ 
rality  of  sentiment  shall  so  far  prevail ;  ns  to  form 
no  check  upon  the  religious  opinions  of  such  per-  ! 
sons  as  may  apply  for  instruelion  ;  and  in  wnir.h 
the  higher  as  well  as  the  minor  branches  of  edu¬ 
cation  shall  be  taught. 

2.  Resolved,  as  our  fixed  and  steady  purpose. 
That  this  institution  shall  be  of  the  above  charac¬ 
ter,  offering  upon  terms  not  to  be  violated,  pro¬ 
tection  anil  decent  respect  to  the  religious  senti¬ 
ments  of  all  orders  of  Christians  who  may  patro¬ 
nize  the  school. 

3.  Resolved,  That,  for  many  irnporl.ant  and 
convincing  reasons,  we  deem  it  essential  to  the 
liberal  part  of  the  public,  that  the  required  litera¬ 
ry  Bchrtol  be  under  the  guidance,  patronage  and 
care  of  the  Univcrsalistdenomiiiation  of  this  stale, I 
and  of  others,  who  may  be  disposed  to  unite  with 
us  in  the  prosecution  of  our  object. 

4.  Resolvwl,  therefore.  That  wo  will  make  ev¬ 
ery  reasonable  exertion  to  carry  into  successful 
operation  this  proposed  school,  and  use  our  in¬ 
fluence  for  its  speedy  comineneemeiit. 

5.  Resolved,  That  as  we  wish  to  fix  upon  a 
territorial  centre,  in  order  to  commode  our  wes¬ 
tern  friends  in  New  Hampshire,  iMassachusetts, 
Vermont,  &c.  who  may  wish  to  join  in  this  lauda¬ 
ble  object,  and  render  the  school  respectable, 
flourishing  and  useful,  this  institution  shall  hi>  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  town  of  Westbrook,  at  the  place 
known  by  the  name  of  SUvens'  l‘lains. 

6.  Resolved,  That  this  institution  be  designa- ! 
ted  by  the  title  of  the  IVesIbrooIc  Seiniiiin  tj. 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  petition  be  presented  to 
the  next  Legislature  of  this  .State  for  an  act  of  in¬ 
corporation. 

8.  Resolved,  That  there  be  a  committee  of  ele¬ 
ven  raised  to  dralt  a  Constitution  expressing  the 
government  of  this  instiliition,  to  he  exhibited  to 
the  next  Legislature,  and  petition  for  an  act  of  in¬ 
corporation  with  liberty  to  hold  funds  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $ — 000,  all  of  which  is  be  subject  to  State 
taxation  (except  such  portion  as  may  be  collec¬ 
ted  in  other  States)  as  soon  as  the  sum  shall 
amount  to  (55,000. 

9.  Resolved,  That  as  soon  as  possible,  after 
obtaining  the  act  to  incorporate,  the  above  eoin- 
mittee  effl'ct  the  organizing  of  the  corporation, 
that  the  public  may  then  be  thoroughly  and  im¬ 
mediately  informed,  of  the  designs,  lawt,  govtm- 
nunt  a.nu  principles  of  the  institution,  that  every 
patron,  friend  and  foe,  may  act  and  speak  uiidcr- 
standingly.

POST  OFFICE  VILLAINY. 

The  Editor  was  recently  in  Utica,  N.  Y.  where 
he  had  learned  there  had  been  no  little  foul  play 
III  the  Post  Office  there  in  relation  to  this  paper. 

It  seems  that  some  of  the  subscribers  hau  been 
told  there  were  no  papers  for  them,  when  others 
could  get  theirs  without  any  difficultv.  One  man 
ke[>t  sending  and  sending  and  sending  after  his 
paper,  and  was  informed  that  none  had  arrived 
for  him.  At  length,  after  three  or  four  numbers 
had  accumulated  in  the  Post  Office,  they  were 
handed  out  to  him,  under  a  pretence  that  they 
had  all  arrived  at  once.

Universalist  clerk  in  the  office,  who  is,  if  we  re¬ 
collect  rightly,  the  son  of  Mr.  Skinner,  the  Uni- 
vcrsalist  clergyman  in  Utica,  who  is  likewise  Ed¬ 
itor  of  the  Universalist  paper  there. — Now  the 
fact  is,  that  all  papers  for  our  Utica  subscribers 
go  ill  a  bundle  together,  and  if  one  gets  there,  all 
do.  Such  is  the  villainous  management  of  Uni¬ 
versalist  Post  Office  people.  Nor  is  this  the  on¬ 
ly  instance.
